GENERAL  CONDITIONS . 


Conditions  during  1 944  were  similar  to  most  of  other  war  years.  The 
collieries  were  working  regularly  but  the  number  of  people  leaving  through 
dust  affections  is  gradually  increasing,  and  the  time  has  now  arrived  when 
other  light  suitable  industries  should  be  established.  These  men  are  unable 
to  obtain  work  on  the  surface,  and  to  leave  homo  causes  domestic  worry, 
besides  making  the  Urban  District  poorer  in  man  power.  Overcrowding  is 
still  prevalent,  and  many  now  houses  are  required.  Beside  many  of  the 
houses,  especially  in  the  upper  part  of  the  valleys  are  in  a bad  state 
due  to  subsidence  and  are  in  urgent  need  of  repair.

The  number  of  deaths  during  1944  was  288.  The  death  rate  being  10.1 3 
compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  of  11.6  per  1,000  of  tho  population, 
and  tho  County  of  1 1 .29  per  1,000  of  tho  population.  This  is  tho  lowest 
death  rate  in  this  Urban  District.  Considering  this  is  an  industrial 
district,  it  shows  that  tho  health  of  tho  community  is  very  good.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 


The  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1 ,000  births  is  60*6.  This  is 
markedly  higher  than  England  & Wales  at  46.0 , and  the  County  of  Monmouth 
with  a rate  of  32*33  Por  1 >000  births  and  compares  rather  unfavourably 
with  the  rate  of  1 943  which  was  41.8  per  1,000  live  births.  From  the 
above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  1 3 died  during  the  first  woek  and  22 
during  the  first  four  iveeks.  Of  those  22  deaths,  18  were  certified  as 
debility  and  prematurity.  Many  of  those  infants  could  be  saved  provided 
they  were  cared  for  in  suitable  nurseries  under  skilled  supervision. 

Most  of  these  homes  are  unsuitable  for  nursing  premature  weakly  infants, 
beside  the  working  mother  has  neither  the  time  nor  facilities  for  such 
nursing.

The  increase  in  pulmonary  tuberculosis  especially  among  tho  young 
women  is  a source  of  anxiety.  Thoro  is  no  doubt  that  tho  long  hours  of  w 
in  munition  factories  is  the  main  cause,  coupled  with  tho  diminished 
fat  ration.  Somo  of  tho  casos  among  men  in  tho  higher  ago  group  arc 
complicated  with  tho  presence  of  silicosis.
